Dear Madam,—Yours of October 27th was received last mail. We feel deeply grateful for the benevolent interest evinced for our suffering 
population. The desolations of war in our State are beyond description. Suffering and poverty are perhaps more general in this than the other 
rebel States, from the fact that during the entire war an internal and bloody strife existed between the Union element and their rebel neighbors, 
resulting in the exile of nearly all the loyal families who could escape, stripped of all their property, and thrown helpless on the charity of the 
benevolent. A great many of these families have returned. Others are striving to.get back to their old and once happy homes, ignorant or regard- 
less of the destitution that will meet them there. Besides the utter desolation that marked the track of war and battle, guerilla bands and scouting 
parties bave pillaged almost every neighborhood north of the Arkansas river; also, in the counties south of the river lying near the Indian boun- 
dary. It would be safe to say that two-thirds of the counties in the State are in destitute circumstances, and many will suffer for food and clothing 


this winter and spring, unless relieved by the noble kindness of the people of the Northern States. 

By next harvest, with the blessing of God, I trust our people will be able to spare of the first fruits for a thank-offering, and bless the hands 
reached out to help them. This is designed to be sent by Rev. Leard, who intends to start for your city in the morning. He is acquainted with the 
wants of the people, and worthy of all confidence. For full particulars I respectfully refer you to him.

REVEREND AND -DEAR BROTHER : 

The time seems drawing near, when the co-operation heretofore so pleasantly 
and advantageously maintained in the Freedmen’s Aid Commission, will be termi- 
nated by circumstances which can hardly be controlled.” I have therefore accepted 
overtures some time pending, and have terminated relations than which none 
could be more pleasant, to enter upon the duties of Western Secretary of the only 
association in the interests of the Freedmen, which is now National and Catholic. 

I find at once a condition of facts in which you must be not less interested 
than your servants, the officers of the Association: and in their behalf, submit a 
summary statement for your consideration. 

l. First, we note that, in response to the reéommendation of the National 
Council, about ONE FOURTH of our Western Churches have either taken collections 
or permitted them to be taken. 

2. We estimate that about another fourth have co-operated with the CoMMISSION. 

8. It remains that about ONE HALF the churches have contributed through 
neither channel; although 

4. Itis now ELEVEN MONTHS since the Council made its recommendation, with 
such emphasis and with entire unanimity. 

5. The working year of the Association at the South closes in July, and its finan- 
cial year in September. If the promise of the Couneil is to be fulfilled, delinquent 
parishes must make haste. 

6. With the close of the working year, the obligations of the Churches, through 
the officers of the Association, to three hundred and fifty laborers, mature; and, if 
the Treasurer is unable to meet them, no inconsiderable injury must result to those 
of our brethren and sisters, who, above all others, have already borne the burden and 
the heat of the day. , 

7. Still further, in the conduct of so extensive an enterprise, it is always neces- 
sary to plan months in advance; while prudence forbids us to count upon receipts 
not already foreshadowed. Within the next sixty days, we must substantially 
settle the cases of one hundred schools, whose teachers before coming North for 
the Summer Vaction, need to know whether they may or may not expect to return 
to their work in the autunm. : | 

8. If only one half of our Churches will contribiute for the Freedmen this year, we 
cannot assume that a larger number will contribute next year; and must not only 
prepare for a possible debt in October, but close our ears to the hundreds of appeals 
from new districts, and prepare to close promising schools already begun. 

9. Finally, we never forget that, as the servants of the Churches, our duty is 
comprehended in the administration of such FREE WILL OFFERINGS Aas are placed 
in our hands. The great work is constantly before us; the rustling of the 
waving harvest is always in ourears. It will not surprise, nor, we trust, displease 
you, if our zeal shall be found glowing and constant. But we are not contractors to 
whom the Master has let out the work, and who are therefore bound to carry it 
through. We are the servants of the Churches, and will do all that the Churches 
permit us to do in their name. 

It is not in consonance with our own preferences, but an affliction to our hearts, 
if we send among the Churches brethren who may receive such gifts as wait their 
coming. A thousand fold sooner would we sit still and receive their offerings, as 
the builders of the first tabernacle received the offerings of the Church in the 
Wilderness. 

This Office being of the same grade with the Central Office in New York, will be 
the center of all operations in the Mississippi Valley.

The Am. Miss. Association. 


The American Missionary Association 
was organized at New York, in the year 
1846, by the friends of the slave, who es- 
pecially desired to carry the gospel to the 
neglected and oppressed. 

Its work was prosecuted in the Border 
States, the Canadas, the West Indies, and | 
‘in Africa, until the war began, and the 
FREEDMAN came within our lines. | 

In the FIRsT Freedman’s camp, its mis- , 
sionaries distributed the FIRST contributions | 
for Freedmen, organized the First Freed- | 
man’s’ school, and thus inaugurated the | 
Wreedman’s aid movement. 

It now sustains 350 teachers, missionaries, 
and ‘relief agents, among the Freedmen of 
fifteen Southern States. 

At the National Council of Congrega- 
tional Churches in Boston, in June, 1869, 
it was commended as the best almoner. of 

the gifts ef the friends of the Freedmen. 
| It has been similarly indorsed by several | 
other evangelical denominations, in the 
United States, in England, Scotland, Wales, | 
and on the Continent of Europe. | 

The average cost of sustaining a female 
teacher, for one year, is $350. Any church 
or individual contributing this amount will 

be constituted a patron, and will receive, if 
desired, regular monthly reports from the 
teachers sustained. Two or more adjacent 
churches may unite to make up this 
amount. . | 

This work is unquestionably the most in- | 
viting Christian Missionary work ever un- 
dertaken. Until other arrangements may | 
be concluded, Rev. George Mooar will act | 
for the Association, as its SpeciAL SECRE- 
TARY, for the Paciric Coast. All re- 
mittances should be addressed to him, at 
Oakland Cal. and they will be acknowledged 
by letter, and by publication in the AmERI- 
CAN Missionary, a monthly magazine, | 
which is sent, free, to contributors of $5, 
and upwards.
